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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15-24 and 105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 5 and 20 both state "applying a contiguous tape on a backside of the 
MEMS wafer, the backside of the MEMS wafer being a side opposite of a side having 
the MEMS structure sites located thereon", this is not understood, since this step has 
already been done in step (c). 

Claims 44-46 and 110 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: all the 
elements of the depended upon claims, since they depend on canceled claims. 

Claims 1-14, 25-31, 36-42, 47-53, 97, 98, 101, 102 and 106 allowed over the 
prior art.
